Alia Sakharova declares as follows: 

1) She is the intellectual portfolio manager for Optiva, Inc., Assignee of the above- 
entitled Russian application. 

(2) She has read the Decision on Request under 37 CFR 5.25 dated March 24, 2003. 

(3) The application that was filed in Russia was prepared by a Russian patent agent in 
the Russian language and reviewed by the inventors. Upon approval of the draft the Russian 
patent agent proceeded to file the application in Russia, being unaware of the U.S. license 
requirement. 

(4) In May 2002 I learned that a foreign filing license might be required for 
inventions made in the U.S. and filed abroad. 

(5) I confirmed this and on May 23, 2002 contacted our U.S. patent attorneys. The 
attorneys then obtained the relevant documents and investigated the facts for a large number of 
applications of which this is merely one with documents located both in the U.S. and Russia. 
Some time expired between the commencement of the effort to investigate and obtain foreign 
filing licenses and the date on which the petitions were filed. 

(6) In this application it was not clear from the facts whether Pavel Lazarev had made 
the invention while in Russia or had made the invention while in the U.S. collaborating with his 
joint inventor.
